COMMISSION STAFF’S FIRST INTERROGATORIES 
AND REQUESTS FOR PRODUCTION OF DOCUMENTS 

TO SOUTH ANDERSON WATER DISTRICT 

Pursuant to 807 KAR 5:001, Commission Staff requests that South Anderson 

Water District (“South Anderson”) file with the Commission the original and 5 copies of 

the following information within 20 days of the date of this request, with a copy to all 

parties of record. Each copy of the information requested shall be placed in a bound 

volume with each item tabbed. When a number of sheets are required for an item, each 

sheet should be appropriately indexed, for example, Item l(a), Sheet 2 of 6. Include 

with each response the name of the witness who will be responsible for responding to 

questions relating to the information provided. Careful attention should be given to 

copied material to ensure that it is legible. 

1. For those applicants that pay for extensions, please clarify whether South 

Anderson intends to make refunds to them for customers who connect to the extensions 

pursuant to 807 KAR 5:066(11)(b)(3).’ 

(3) An applicant desiring an extension to a proposed real estate 
subdivision may be required to pay the entire cost of the extension. Each 
year, for a refund period of not less than ten (10) years, the utility shall 
refund to the applicant wlio paid for the extension a slim equal to the cost 
of fifty (50) feet of the extension installed for each new customer 
connected during the year whose service line is directly connected to the 
extension installed by the developer, arid not to extensions or laterals 
therefrom. Total amount refunded shall not exceed the amount paid to the 
utility. No refund shall be made after the refund period ends. 
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2. If no refunds are to be made, please state the reasons for this policy.
